'ATTORNEY 0BNBRAL SPEAKS 


AT PIOTSBUR0. 


Over-Capitalization Declared Chief 


Danger From'Which Minor 


Dues Tollow. 


Pittsburg, Oct. 14.—"That theie aie 


evils and abuses in trust promotions, 
purposes, 
organizations, methods, 


management and effects, none ques- 
tions except those who have profited 
by those evils. That all or any of 
these abuses are to ibe found in eveiy 
large organization called a trust, no 
one would assert who valued his rep- 
utation for sane judgment?' 


These words were among the firoi 


spoken by Attorney General P. C. 
Knox in an address on trusts befoie 
the chamber of commerce last night. 
The remarks of the cfrief law officer of 
the national administration weie list- 
ened, to with rapt attention by the 
large number of members and nofrd 
guests of the organization under 
whose auspices Mr, Knox spoke. 


NOXIOUS FEATURES STATED. 
The speaker said: 
' 


"The -conspicuous noxious featuics 


of trusts, existent and possible, a^e 
these: 
Over-capitalization, lack of 


publicity of opeialxon, discrimination 
in prices to destioy competition, in-* 
sufficient personal lesponsibility of 
officers and dhectois for corporate 
management, tendency to monopoly 
and lack of appieciation in their 
management of their lelations to the 
people," for whose benefit they are 
permitted to exist. 


"Over-capitalization is the chief 


cause of these and the souice from 
which the minor ones flow. It is the 
possibility of over-capitalization that 
furnishes 'the temptations and oppor- 
tunities for most of the others. Ovei- 
capitalization does not mean lai^e 
capitalisation or .capitalization ade- 
quate for the greatest undertakings. 
It is the imposition upon an undei - 
taking of a liability without a 001- 
responding asset to i epi esent i t 
Therefore over-capitalization is a 
fraud upon those who contribute the 
real capital either originally or by 
purchase, and the efforts to leaUze 
dividends theieon from opeiations is 
a fraudulent imposition of a burden 
upon the public, 
."When a property 


worth $l*,pOQ,000 upon all the sober 
tests of value is capitalized at f 5,- 
000,000 and sold to the public, it is 
rational to assume'that its purchaa- 
eis will exert every effort to keep jit3 
earnings up to the basis of -flieir^capi- 
talization ' When the inevitable de- 
pression comes, wages must be re- 
duced, prices enhanced or dividends 
foregone* 
As .prices aie naturally 


not increased jbut lowered in* dull 
periods, it usually resolves itself into 
a question of wages or dividends." 


REFERS TO COTTRT CASES. 


Mr. Knox reviewed the cases in th^ 


United States supreme couit of the 
sugar trust and the Adds s^on pipe 
combination, in vwhich tthe govern- 
ment was unsuccessful in the first 
instance and successful in the second 
in prosecutions under the federal 
anti-trust law. These cases, the 
speaker believed, .defined in laige 
measure the law question and seemed 
to show the little there is now leit 
for QL« statute to operate upon. In 
an exhaustive explanation he told 
how far the Sherman law went and 
where it stopped. 
The po^er and 


duty of congress to amend this law 
and enlarge its fscope was touched 
upon sas follows: ,

He told of 
the suits filed against some of the 
great railway Systems of the middle 
west, which through giving special 
carrying rates, to <a favored few en- 


1 abled these individuals to control the 


grain market o£'that'section of the 
counti y. The aiiiits against the al- 
leged beef tnist, the Noithern Secur- 
ities company and other combinations 
alleged to be operated in restraint of 
trade weie explained in detail. Con- 
tinuing, he said:

CONGRESS TO DECIDE. 


"Primarily it is for the congress to 


decide whether it lias the'power, and 


j whether and to what extent it twill 
'execute it—what character of 
re- 


straints, whether all of those only 
which aie unreasonable and injurious 
shall fall under the ban, whether leg- 
islation in the nist instance should 
extend to all 
commerce or only to 


commerce in articles of vital import- 
ance to the people. The time never 
was when the English speakiug peo- 
ple permitted the articles necessary 
for their existence to be monopolized 
or controlled, and all devices to that 
end fQund condemnation in the body 
of their laws. 
The great English 


judges pronounced.that such manifes- 
tations of human avarice requited no 
statute to declare their unlawfulness, 
that they were dimes against com- 
mon law—that is, against common 
right, 


"It is difficult to impiove upon the 


gieat unwritten code known as the 
common law. Under ' it® 
salutary 


guaranties and restraints the Eng- 
lish speaking people have attained 
wealth and (power. It condemns 
monopoly, and contracts in restraint 
of trade as well. 
The distinction, 


however, between lestraints that are 
reasonable in view of all the circum- 
stances and those which are unreas- 
onable, is lecognized -and has been 
followed 
in this country" by 
the 


couits. 


"This distinction makes a rule that 


may be practically applied, and pre- 
serves the rational mean between un- 
restiained commerce and the abso- 
lute freedom of contract"

One of her supporteis, the wife of 


a member of parliament, made per- 
sonal charges tagaiiist l^ei opponents , 
and in spite of hisses sand prolonged 
interiuption lady Helen persisted 
that she be allowed to continue. 


The wife of another onember of par- 


liament declared that the executive 
committee had tampered deliberately 
with Lady Helen's circular by issu- 
ing it with underlined sentences, 
ifchich were not mtfrked by the 
dent.

Imminence of Eebel Triumph Gives 


Rise to Fears of Outrages 


Upon Foreigners. 


•Washington, 
Oct. 15.—United 


States Minister Bowen at Caracas has 
cabled the state department, asking- 
that one or pernaps two more war- 
ships be sent to reinforce the gunboat 
Marietta al: La Guaira, in view of the 
present critical situation which has 
arisen 
at the -Venezuelan 
capital. 


Some time -ago -when President Cas- 
tro left his capital*. Minister Bo wen 
expressed to the state department his 
fears that an occupation of the capi- 
tal by the revolutionary forces would 
result in noting and pillage, and "be 
attended with great dangers to un- 
protected foreigners. 
Such a situa- 


tion, it is inferred here, .is again, im- 
minent. 
The nearest war vessel to 


tho scene of trouble is the gunboat 
Montgomery, rarhicli left Hayti about 
the first of 
this month 
for Santa 


Marta, near the mouth of the Magda- 
leiia river, in Colombia, to look into 
the troubled situation. Owing to the 
interruptions to, cable communication 
the navy department lias received na 
report 'from the Montgomery since 
she left Hayti, and it is feared that 
even if her services at Santa Marta 
ore not now needed, she cannot be 
reached with dispatches. The Pan- 
ther is still at Colon and the Cincin- 


i nati has just arrived in aytien wa- 
ters. Thei-e are several g-uuooats and 
cruisers which are destined for the 
Caribbean squadron, which are ready 
for active service—namely, the New- 


ark, Machins and Bancroft, at Bos- 
ton; the Hist, at 'New London, and 
the Detroit, tit Portsmouth, 
N. H. 


From Minister Bo wen's advices it 
appears that a vessel is needed at the'

AT PITTSBURG. 


Over-Capitalization Declared 
Chic 


Danger From Which Minor 


Ones Tollow. 


Pittsburg, Oct. -14.—"That there an 


evils and abuses in trust promotions, 
purposes, 
organizations, 
methods, 


management and effects, none ques- 
tions except those who have profited 
by those evils. That all or any of 
these abuses are to -be found in every 
large organization called a trust, no 
one would assert who valued his rep- 
utation for sane judgment;1' 


These words were among the fir.it 


spoken by Attorney General P. C. 
Knox in an address on trusts before 
the chamber of commerce last nighr, 
The remarks of the chief law officer of 
the national administration were lisr- 
ened to with rapt attention by the 
large number of members and notid 
guests of the organization under 
whose auspices Mr. Knox spoke. 


NOXIOUS FBATTTEES STATED. 
The speaker said: 
"The conspicuous noxious features 


of trusts, existent and possible, ave 
these: 
Over-capitalization, lack of 


publicity of operation, discrimination. 
in prices to destroy competition, in- 
sufficient personal responsibility of 
officers and directors for corporate 
management, tendency to monopoly 
and lack of appreciation in. their 
management of their relations to the 
people, for whose benefit they are 
permitted to exist. 


"Over-capitalization is the 
chief 


cause of these and the source from 
which the minor ones now. It is the 
possibility of over-capitalization that 
furnishes the .temptations and oppor- 
tunities for most of the others. Over- 
capitalization does not mean large 
capitalization or capitalization ade- 
quate for the greatest undertakings. 
It is the imposition upon an uiwlei - 
taking of a liability without a cor- 
responding asset to represent i t. 
Therefore 
over-capitalization is a 


fraud upon those who contribute the 
real capital either originally or by 
purchase, and the efforts to real'ze 
dividends thereon from operations is 
a fraudulent imposition of a burden 
upon the public. 
When a property 


worth $l',OQO,000 upon all the sober 
tests of value is capitalized at $5,- 
000.000 and sold to the public, it. is 
rational to assume that its purchas- 
ers will exert every effort to keep its 
earnings up to the basis of their capi- 
talization. When the inevitable de- 
pression comes, wages must be re- 
duced, prices enhanced or dividends 
foregone. 
As prices are naturally 


not increased but lowered in dull 
periods, it. usually resolves itself. into 
a question of wages or dividends.'' 


REFERS TO COTTB-T CASES. 


Mr. Knox reviewed the cases in thd 


United States supreme court of the 
sugar trust and the Add? stoii pipe 
combination, in .which the govern- 
ment was unsuccessful iu the first 
instancu and successful in the second 
in .prosecutions under the federal 
anti-trust law. These cases, the 
speaker believed, defined in large 
measure the law question and seemed 
to show the little there is now leil 
for the statute to operate upon. In 
an exhaustive explanation he told 
bow far the Sherman law wont and 
where it stopped. .The power and 
duty of congress to amend this law 
aud enlarge its scope was touched 
upon TIS follows:

'"This distinction makes a rule that 


nay be practically applied, an'd -pre- 
erves the rational mean 'between uii-

FKAN'K DE TITRK MEETS DEATH 


ON THE BAIL. 


WAS ON PASSENGER TRAIN 


BODY EOTT'ND IN FRONT OF AT

(WOOD DEPOT. 


REMAINS ARE BROUGHT HERE 


TAKEN TO THE HOME OF THE 


, BEREAVED PARENTS. 


Prank L. DeTurk, a passenger fire 


man on the Pennsylvania road, wa: 
killed at Atwood, Ind., seven milei 
west of Warsaw, at an early hour 
on Monday. 
The exact manner ii 


which the man came to his death -nil. 
probably never he Known. 


>Mr. DeTurk was on engine 7100 


Bobert K. 'Cowen at the throttle 
which was bringing train Gdownfrom 
Chicago. Mr. Cowen last saw the 
fireman as -h& was putting in a fire 
near Atwood a few minutes "before 4 
o'clock. Pour miles east of that -sta- 
tion' he missed 
the fireman and 


stopped the train 
to institute 


search. 


Not-finding- Mr. DeTurk, some sec- 


tion men were dispatched to look for 
him. 
They found 
his dead tody 


lying- at ths side of the track in 
front of the Atwood depot, -with the 
skull crushed in and one of the arms 
broken in two places. The remains 
were picked up and taken to "War- 
saw, where they were viewed by the 
coroner of Kosciusko county and later 
[placed on train No. 20 and brought 
to this city at 4:14 this afternoon 
and taken to the- home of the be- 
reaved father, on Buchanan street. 


As stated, the .particulars of the 


accident are shrouded in mystery. 
^Wr. Cowen, ths engineer, is inclined 
to the opinion that his fireman had 
gone out upon the tank for some pur- 
pose and while ^here had fallen off. 
iHis cap was found in the cab and 
there was an oil can found upon the 
•front of the car neit'^to the engine 
tank, but it is not known whether 
Mr. 'DeTurk had anything to do with 
its presence there. 


A telephonic message from War- 


saw to The Sentinel did not throw 
much light upon the mystery. It is 
believed there that the 
man was 


leaning out of the gangway or the 
window of the cab and was struck 
"by a projection 'rom one of the cars 
of a freight train .that was upon a 
siding at that place when Hire pas- 
senger train passed. 
The presence 


of the cap in the cab, the marks upon 
the 'body and other circumstances are 
considered by tire "Warsaw inform- 
ant evidence that this theory is the 
correct one. 


It was reported in this city early 


in the morning that a flue in the en- 
gine had given out, allowing steam 
to escape into the cab, and that the 
fireman had jumped on this account. 
This report proved incorrect. The 
engine fwas slightly damaged 
and 


had to b^ released, but the accident, 
•whatever its nature, did not occur 
until after the absence of Mr. 'De- 
Turk was discovered. 
t 


Prank L. DeTurk was the son of 


Lebanon DeTurk, a tinner in the em- 
ploy of the Frtiburger 
Hardware 


company, and residing at 442 Buch- 
anan street, at which number the 
unfortunate 
young man made his 


home. He was born January 9, 1878, 
nnd was 24 years, 9 mionths and1 4 
days old. 
He entered the employ 


of the railway company as a fireman 
January 24, 1901, 
and .had been 


steadily employed since. He was a 
most excellent and exemplary man 
and the news of his death was 
a 


severe blow to the surviving rela- 
tives and friends and- the railway 
officials. 


COMPLAINS OF BULGARIA.

FORMER ALLEN COUNTY MAN 


WAS JOHN WHITE-AKBR, FIRST 


GOVEE.NOB OF OEEGON. 


?orceful Western Character Who 


Has Just Died, Aged 82—Rela- 


tives Yet Live Here. 


Hon. 
John Whiteaker, the first gov- 


ernor of the state of Oregon, who has 
list died at his -home in Eugene, 
Ore., was a former Allen county man. 
Several of his earlier years were 
spent in Marion township, in the vi- 
cinity of Hoagland, and a number of 
relatives are yet residents of this 
county. Among them is the vener- 
able Col. J. W. Whiteaker, who is a 
cousin. 


Governor Whiteaker was born in 


Dearborn county in 1880, and was 
reared on a farm. Living1 in Allen 
county for a time, he removed to Il- 
linois, and subsequently to Missouri. 
Attracted by the discovery of gold in 
California, Mr. Whiteaker went to 
the coast in 1847. In 1853 he set- 
tled in Oregon. Three years later he 
was elected probate judge and the 
following year a member of the terri- 
torial legislature. 


He was the first governor of Ore- 
an under the state constitution, 


elected in June, 1858, and inaugur- 
ated on July 4 following, it being ba- 
lieved that the bill for the admission 
of Oregon as a state had passed con- 
gress. There was then no railroad 01 
telegraphic communication between 
Oregon nnd Washington, and after a 
time it was ascertained that the bill 
had failed of passage. 
As soon 


however, as the bill did pass, early in 
1859, and official notification was re 
ccived, Governor Whiteaker assume: 
the duties of the office, serving untv 
1862. 


Mr. WMteaker was elected to coir 


grefts in 1878 as a democrat, and i 
was discovered that the 


needed his vote to organize the house 
In order that he might reach Wash 
ingtou in time the national demo 
era tic- committee provided a specia 
train in which the congressman wa 
rushed across the country in time t 
participate in the organization of th 
lower house. The incident made hi; 
famous for many years, as it enable 
him to cast the deciding vote for ih 
speaker-.

licitous corcc-m the reports from the 
bedside •ot the stricken man. Deatn 
came, too, with a relapse that inter- 
vened after a period of apparent Im- 
provement that tad buoyed up hope 
for Ms recovery, and this made the 
grief ftt his demise tf possible more 
poignant.

WAS WIDELY 


Few men in Fort Wayne were more 


widely kno^Ti than George Bcrtiart 
Hendh. Hdi 'activity in politics, lii& 
sterling advocacy of union labor and 
his prominence in fraternal organi- 
zations gave him an. extended ac- 
quaintance and won for him signal 
recognition in each, of these fields of 
endeavor. 


Mr. Hench's age was 45 years, 1 


months ami 16 days. He was bnrn 
at Elliottsburgh', Pa,, June 25, 1S57, 
and was one of a family of ten chil- 
dren left (half-orphaned by the death 
of his father in 1862. His earlier 
yeairs were spent 
upon 
the farm 


where the family resided, and iie 
contributed his full 
share to the 


work in tlie field, securing meanwhile 
such education as the brief sessions 
of th» district school afforded. 


On October 23, 1S73, Mr. HencU 


entered upon his apprenticeship at 
fche printer's trade in the office of the 
Democrat at lifew Bloomfield, Pa., un- 
der the management of Hon. John 
A. Mogee, then represents ting thai 
district in congress. 
At the end of 


three years Mr. Hendh was made 
foreman of tuie office. 
Here he re- 


mained until the 
spring of 1877, 


when he removed fco Indiana and ac- 
cepted a position in the office of the 
Huntingdon Democrat, then 
under 


the management of Hon. John W. 
Hilli'^oss, since deceased.

Politically, Mr. Hench was a firm 


adherent to democratic principles, 
and his grasp of public questions 
was clear and comprehensive. He 
was elected from the First ward to 
the city council in 1898 and re-elect- 
ed in 1901. His efforts as a public 
official were invariably directed to- 
ward serving the best interest of his 
constituents, and he was recognized 
as one of the leaders of the municipal 
body.

THE HCSPITAt'S MISSION. 


Mr. Foster, in opening, explained 


the imanner in which Hope hospitn" 
is maintained, and said! that whili 
tlie church expended money to 1m 
prove the spiritual condition of men 
and to hslp them in the world to 
come, tlie hospital sought to help 
them in this world. In the church 
said he, people arc toeing prepared to 
die; in the hospital they are oaiug 
prepared'to live. He gave it as his 
opinion that CJhrist in his ministry 
to suffering humanity came as near 
running a hospital as he did' to con 
ducting a church. Mr. Fester gave 
an insight into the expense of main 
taining a hospital, told of the pro 
longed effort, extending over a period 
of twenty-five years, that had oeen 
put forth to hrlng Hope hospital up 
to a high standard, and paid an elo 
quent tribute to the zeal and; fidelity 
of those who had devoted unselfish 
effort in this direction. The new ad 
dition now neaiing completion would 
he said1, just double the capacity of 
the institution. 


The city pays nothing toward the 


support-of Hope hospital; it is de- 
pendent entirely upon the revenues 
received from patients who are able 
to pay for treatment and for occa- 
sional 
private 
donations. 
The 


speaker -was especially forceful when 
he referred to the fact that while the 
hospital was expected to care for the 
city's patients injured in accident 
and take its own chances of securing 
remuneration front the patient, the 
city even exacted payment for tlie 
water used by the institution. 


THE COtfBSB i>F TRAINING. 
He outlined'in'brie* the course c£ 


training given the nurses, referred 
to the extension of the course fro'a 
two years to three and announced 
the establishing of the Dr. Mary A. 
Whery scholarship prize in gynecol- 
ogy to be hereafter 
awarded to the 


nurses 
for exceptional proficiency. 


Mr. Foster's close was a forceful ap- 
peal to the churches of Tort Wayne 
to come to the aid of Hope hospital, 
and he presented the situation ef- 
fectively in the suggestion that 
along with the liberal amounts ex- 
pended on flue church edifices and 
misisonary. work there should be a 
proper recognition of the opportunity 
presented for invaluable work at 
home. He would have the Minister- 
ial association discuss the proposi- 
tion, aad remarked that it would be 


splendid idea for the churches i:i 


'ert Wayne to eaeii equip a room in 
his non-sectarian institution.

Coster's address was liberally punc- 
uated with applause from both pit 
nd gallery when his telling points 
vere made.

"Talking about the old St. Charles," 
aid an old-timer, '"'it was one of the 
est known slave marts in the olden 
ays. There were two stands erected, 


for males and one for females, at 


ach end of the bar. There the aue- 
on took place every Saturday, 


sometimes there were only ft few to 
e sold and sometimes there were a 
reat many. Anyway, they brought 
ancy prices in those days, between 
857 and 1860. 
The importation of 


laves had practically stopped then, 
nd the prices were good. Besides, 
he war cloud had not come so close 
that men really believed there was 
•oing to be a gigantic 
struggle. 


Planters from, all along the liver, 


-om Natchez and Vicksburg and all 
laces between, used to congregate in 
Tew Orleans and come around for the 
mrpose of buying a likely-looking 
roman. 


:The men always brought the best 


arices, of course, because they could 


the most work. 
Sometimes the 


uice went as high, as $1,200 and 
ometimes it was as low as $500. 
t all depended on whether the f elldw 
who was selling 'had to sell or not. 
Things were then very much as they 
ire now in tliat regard, and men 
were as 'apt us ever to take advant- 


of the misfortunes of their breth- 


ren. If the slave w-as a man and 
warranted in 'good health, the first 
aid was somewhere in. the neighbor- 
Lood of $500—that is, if the owner 
id not have to sell him to pay Ms 
debts. That being the case the first 
>id was liable to -be in tire region of 
1300. Then the -contest started, and 
he auctionesr, after the manner of 
bis kind, prated on the value of the 
man 'he was selling and what the pro- 
Juctive capacity of the average man 
vas when he got to the field arid mas 
in charge of n hoe or had- the direc- 
ion of the energies of *a mule. 
The 


bidding would go along, until it 
•eached $1,000, and then there would 
w some hesitation until those who 
really liked the man -for his general 
appearance oould have time to adjust 
:bemselves to the situation. Finully 
some man would timidly ibid1 $1,200, 
and there would be a pause unless 
the slave on, the 'block was an un- 
usually good man. 


MONEY THEN "WAS PLENTY. 
"It was all cash in those days, and 


everybody had the money. To me, 
fresh from the, bogs of Ireland, it was 
a revelation. I never saw so much 
money in my life and I have not seen 
such times since then, though I 'have 
seeu men who had mare m'ohey than 
any of the sugar planters of those 
diays. In those times all at the peo- 


'Seemed to have moiVey. If you 


did not have any .yourself, all you 
had to d;o was to ask the next man 
for it, and you got it. 
The wealth 


was evenly distributed. 
I was 


amazed, for I had come from a coun- 
try which was poor then, and is .poor 
even yet, and I had not been used to 
velvet and those things which go for 
luxury. I had run, away from u ship 
down near the ."barracks, and ] 
thought for a while I 'had landed in 
some place where thay grew the 
money. 


;ThosB good old times have gone 


the princely sugar planters have 
gone, the selling of slaves has been 
abolished, 
the old hotel is but a 


memory and yet I sometimes find 
myself wishing" for their return 
They were the days when there was 
something 
else in life besides the 


mere getting- of money, when there 
was little of selfishness and much, of 
generosity, when riches counted for 
just what they would bring in the 
market and for the enjoyment and 
the pleasure they gave to others as 
well AS to the 'possessor. But -what i 
the use of regretting the decline 
when we were talking about slave 
trading and' slavery? The selling o. 
slaves continued there every Satur 
day until the outbreak of the war. Of 
course, when the people saw the war 
was coming, the number of slaves to 
be sold fell off, for the reason there 
were few buyers, but the "business 
was kept up until the call for troops 
was made, and then 'all the buyers 
were under arms aud the business 
died of itself. 


PLANTERS <WEItE NOT CBTJEL. 
"I used to stand and watch the 


traffic in human beings when 1 -was 
a boy. There was nothing of heart- 
lessnesB, nothing of cruelty, nothing 


meanness in it. These people had 


been reared to a system, and the sys- 
tem, if bad, was not of their originat- 
ing. They used to take the newly 
bought slave, and the first thing they 
did was to, feed Mm well and tell 
him where he was going. They were 
liberal and'generous, those planters 
of the days before the war. They 
used to take care of their people and 
they educated the slaves and made 
them fit for something.

evidence we have of this is that the 
generation which was freed by the 
bayonet was the best generation of 
negroes which we have seen. 
We 


have not their like now, and it will 
be a long time Iwforfl wo get the like 
of them. But the war stopped the

such as to breed a spirit of lawless- 
ness, a high contempt by the corpora- 
tions for 'the laws of the country. 
He cited the recent acts of the sec- 
retary of the treasury in overstep- 
ping the law to give relief to the 
Wall streat speculators and the acts 
of the coal operators in. defying the 
laws of Pennsylvania, which prohibit 
railroads from engaging- in the busi- 
ness of onining coal. 
He appealed 


for law that should foe equal and just 
as it bore upon stf classes, rich and 
poor alike, declaring that departure 
from 'that course meant danger to the 
repu'blic. 


Senator Hill 
discussed national 


ownership of the anthracite mines, 
taking the plank of the Wew York 
democratic 
platform 
for his text. 


Speaking- upon this he said: 


The proposition is neither start- 


ling-, revolutionary, socialistic nor 
internal, but is 
constitutional, 


necessnry, expedient and, above all, 
it i& right. It is simply a reason- 
able and necessary extension of th-2 
general policy cf public ownership 
already largely .prevailing in ths 
municipalities of the country.

sistence upon the things which are 
recognized by all to "be true demo- 
cratic doctrines. 
Of couTse, "by far 


the most important of these is tariff 
reform. Oil this issue, I am satisfied 
that the democracy is face to face 
•with a great opportunity. All of the 


ns of the times point to recog- 


nition, far beyond all party lines, of 
tlie benefits .-which would accrue to 
the people by a readjustment of the 
tariff, and it would be worse than fol-

any temptation or yielding- to any 
iHuraments to permit this to be sub- 
ordinated to or overshadowed .by any 
other issue.

ers' 
union, 
of which Mr. 
John 


Mitchell is president. That organi- 
zation -was originally formed in the 
bituminous coal region and th res- 
fourths of its members are miners of 
bituminous coal, and bituminous coal 
is sold in active competition with au- 
thracite coal. The remaining work- 
men in the anthracite fields either b-,-- 
ong to no union whatever or do not 
belong to the mine workers' union. 


"The present strike was declared 


by the mine workers* union on the 
10th day 'of. Hay, 1902. Since th;it 
time many workmen not belonging 
to or not willing to follow that or- 
ganization have been at work in the 
mines. Many are now at work. 
Many more have wished to work, but 
have been prevented by a. course of 
violence and 'intimidation towards 
those working and towards their fam- 
ilies, accompanied by the destruction 
of properties and the fear of death or 
bodily harm to every man who 
chooses to exercise his right to work.

The 
fair was in all respects a splendid 
success, and there is much gratifica- 
tion expressed over the fine outcome 
of the first fall', organized and car- 
ried to completion, a£ it was, in com- 
paratively short time. 


This morning it was reported that 


a total of $7,386.25 had 'been received 
for admissions during the week, and 
this means that the total paid at- 
tendance was 29,545. These figures 
do not, of course, include perhaps ten 
thousand children under age who 
were admitted fi'ee, nor more than 
2,000 admissions of employes, priv- 
ilege men and others entitled to the 
courtesies of tlifi association. In all 
considerably over 40,000—perhaps 
45,000—people saw <the Fort Wayne 
fair during the week. 


Nor does the cash given above in- 


clude the privilege fees received by 
the association, and records were not 
at hand today to formulate a state- 
ment of the total receipts and ex- 
penses, though it is known that there 
is a satisfactory balance to the good. 
The expenses for this year were un- 
usually heavy, for it was necessary 
not only 'to erect buildings, secure 
tents and other paraphernalia, but 
the late date at which the start was 
made rendered it necessary to keep 
from five to ten men upon the road 
constantly securing stock exhibits 
and race entries.

Many preposterous claims 
are put forth as to the merits of this 
new fuel, but a test of it by the News 
showed that a hod of bricks and a. 
few gallons of kerosene will

"handy to have iu the house" when 
the gas burns lew and coal can not 
be obtained. 


It seems from the test that the 


terra cotta brick lias received undue 
prominence as a fuel over its hum- 
bler brother, the building- brick, and 
the latter has the additional advan- 
tage of being much more easy to beg, 
buy or steal. 
A terra cotta brick, 


six by four oy two and a lialf inches, 
with two holes running through its 
length and with grooved sides, was 
thoroughly dried in ian oven and was 
then placed in a -bath of kerosene 
about an indh in depth.

w'as turned "occasionally, that 
all 


parts niigfct come in contact witfii the 
oil, and 'at the end of twenty minutes 
bad absorbed all of >t3ie oil it could 
hold.

DID NOT IGNITE EASILY. 


It was then placed in a cookstove 


and a match was applied, but it 
failed to ignite until kindling- in the 
shape of a scrap of paper was placed 
beneath it. In a few seconds it was 
•wrapped iu a hot flame 'and continued 
to burn for thirteen minutes, throw- 
ing off 'sibout l)he same 'heat as comes 
from natural gas. The flames then 
gradually died 'out and the brick was 
dropped into a bucket of water.

h-afl. consumed just half a pint of ker- , 
psene that had cost 15 ceuts -a gallon.! 


An ordinary "pale front" brick— 


a building brick tOiat is just hmf 
way between the hard and the soft 
varieties—<w-as then tried -with, better 
results. -It, too, was lefit in its bath 
of oil for twenty minutes, but at the 
end of th'at time 'had "absorbed a pint 
of kerosene. 
When placed in tiie 


stove and ignited, it gave out a hot 
flame f or twenty-five minutes. At the 
end .of that time there •were still oc- 
casional 'bursts "of name playing 
upon it like sheet lightning, but not 
enough to co-'ok "with, so the brick 
was -dropped into a bucket of water. 


BURNED A SECOND TIME. 


After it was thoroughly cooled, to 


•avoid all danger of an explosion, it 
was again placed in 1flie oil .bath for 
twenty 
minutes, -absorbing three- 


fourths of a pint of the -oil, a few- 
cracks that -bad formed in the brick 
wfaen it was thrown in the water 
seeming to drink up tfiie greater part 
of the oil. When ignited in the stove 
it burned fiercely for twenty min- 
utes, and then, for ten 
minutes 


longer, long flames came from the 
oil-filled cracks. 
The next time it 


was testeld it absorbed less oil -and 
burned for -a snorter length of time, 
so it was apparent that new bricks 
are the more satisfactory. 
: 


In using the oiled brick as fuel, 


care aliould 'be taken that it is tnor- 
ouglily cooled before it is put in its 
oil liath, and the kerosene should nut 
be kept in the room with the fire. 


New bricks -jure the'best, but if the 


brick is Allowed to dry thoroug-nly 
for several hours after its water im- 
mersion it will absorb much more oil 
iflttm if it is immersed in the oil bath 
directly it is cc'c-1. 


By having a relay of tlie oil-soaked 


'bricks, it would be possible to keep 
a fire in the stove «as long as desired. 
Little smoke comes from the bricks 
—not as mudi ns from soft coal. So 
popular ilias this new fuel become In 
some cities that the watchmen in 
buildings in c-ourse of construction 
are kept 'busy guarding the piles of 
brick. 


SUBSTITUTE FOB. COAL. 


In Washington. D. C., considerable 


interest is being shown in briquettes, 
made from blown 
coal, carbonized 


peat 'and coal dust and used as do- 
mestic and steam fuel iu many Ger- 
man cities.

shall n'ot discriminate against nor 
decline to work with non-members of 
such association. 


Second. That there slifill be no de- 


terioration in the quantity or quality 
of the work and that there shall be 
no effort to restrict the individual ex- 
ertiTns of men who, working by the 
ton or car. may for reasons satisfac- 
tory to themselves 'and their em- 
ployers, produce such a quantity of 
work as they nray desire. 


Third. By reason of the different 


conditions, varying not 'only with 
the districts, hut with the mines 
themselves, thus rendering absolute- 
ly impossible anything1 approaching 
uniform conditions, each inine must

Manchester the death rate among chil- 
dren up to one year was 198 per thou- 
sand, but in the district of Chectham, 
•which is largely occupied by Jews, the 
rut* was but 124—less than two- 
thirds of the average. TheManchester 
Hfur*! ar« not peculiar in thus exhib- 


Jewish population, Dr. Maurice-Fist 
berg-, a Xew York physician, has been 
studying the mortality ' statistics 
for that city with reference to races, 
and finds that the densely, populated 
wards which are largely inhabited by 
Russian Jews had an average death, 
rate of only 15.92, when that for the 
whole city was 16.53; while in two 
where the population is almost exclu- 
sively Jewish, the figures- sank to 14.52 
and'14.23. Dr. Rhodes lays stre&s upon 
the general freedom from drunken- 
ness among- the Jews of Manchester a» 
an important element in tie case, and. 
Dr, Fishberg- similarly speaks of the 
temperate character of their coreli- 
gionists in New York.—London Daily 
News,

ARMY OF THE REPTTBLIC. 


OLD RANKS PASS IN REVIEW 


RECALLS SCENES OF GRAND RE- 


VIEW OF '65. 


PRESIDENT SEES THE PARADE 


VIEWS THE PItOCESSION FROM 


HIS CARRIAGE, 


Washington, Oct. 8.—The remnanvs 


of the magnificent armies of Grant, 
Sherman, Thomas, Slocum and Sheri- 
dan, which participated in the grand 
review at the close of the civil war, 
again today passed u? the historic 
Pennsylvania avenue. The survivors 
of the hrbnz?', black-haired legions 


•ho marched twenty-four abreast for 
two days "before President Johnson 
with flowers in the muzzles Of their 
guns and with victory and the hope 
of the future shining in their face?, 
had'tecome old, white-haired men, 
with their active service behind them. 
The ten years that have elapsed since 
the former review of the Grand Army 
hei'e in 1892 have sadly 'decimated 
the ranks of the old heroes. Most of 
the prominent figures in the parade 
on that memorable oc.casion, 'includ- 
ing :Gen. Benjamin F. Butler, "who 
rode in a carriage, being even th.ni 
too feeble to walk; ex-President 
Hayes, who marched on foot with'liis 
old comrades;'General Bosecrans, ex- 
Governor Powell, the loyal governor 
of the Mountain state, and "Uncle 
Jerry" Rusk, who strode along at the 
head of the Iron brigade, of Wiscon- 
sin, have gone to their last bivouac. 


BORE TATTERED FLAGS. 


But those who still remained 


trudged valiantly-today to the sound 
of drum and fife. Proudly aloft they 
held their tattered battleflags -an-l 
;he vast multitude through which 
they passed, seeing in the thinned 
ranks visions of the haittlefields of 
Vicksburg, Shiloh, Gettysburg, Chat- 
tanooga and Atlanta fl.nd carapfires 
stretching from the Potomac to the 
everglades of :Florida, ^greeted them 
with cheers that fairly browned "the 
jlare of the bands. 


It was an ideal autumii day. Tb'e 


air was filled with -golden sunshine 
and the light breeze out of the west 
was just strong enough to give life 
;o the -gorgeous decorations and keep 
the flags tugging -at their haliarSs: 
Although the procession was nbt'to 
move until 10 o'clock, the swarmiUg 
crowds were abroad early lining the 
sidewalks and overflowing the rgreat 
stands along the line of march. Win- 
dows, roofs and every coign of vant- 
age from which the parade <sould be 
seen were black with people. Shrill 
bugles "-were everywhere sounding tta 
assembly, gaily accoutred marshals 
with their staffs were galloping 
hither and thither and from all quar- 
ters of thfe city the blue-coated veter- 
ans were marching deep into the tan- 
gle of streets to take their places in 
the line. 


THE PROCESSION MOVES. 


The procession inove'd in the -order 


prescribed by the chief marshal, Gen. 
A. Noel Blakemah.- It-was preceded 
by -a platoon of splendidly mounted 
police and this'was followed in turn 
by a drum corps composed of sur- 
vivors of .the civil war •musicians. 
Then cam.*.a-mounted escort of citi- 
zens of "Washington, with whom rode 
General Blakem'an; 
resplendent in 


dress-and soldierly in bearing. He was 
accompanied by his aides, aiding in 
files of eight front, and these were 
followed by the Marine ban'd, whose 
familiar 
music 
elicited frequent 


cheers fr^m the crowd. 


Gen. 
Ell -Torrence, commandersn- 


chief, occupied a .carriage. He was 
preceded by his personal escort, con- 
sisting of John A. B-Riwlins .post, of 
the department of Minnesota, 
and 


accompanied by his personal staff> 
consisting 
of Quartermaster 
Bur- 


raws, Assistant Adjt. Gen. B.: H. 
Warner, Judge Advocate General 
Duffield, Inspector General Wether- 
>ee. Junior Vice Commander O'Don- 
icll, Chaplain Boyle, Surgeon General 
Thrall, Senior Vice Comniander Hc- 
Elroy and the executive committee 
of the Grand Army. 


Immediately following the general 


officers came tha escort of the Grand 
Army, consisting of the First regi-, 
nient of the Sons of Veterans and a 
reserve of the 'Pennsylvania division, 
md then came the various organiza- 
:ions of the Grand Army itself, led 
jy 1he department of Illinois, with 
Commander H. M. Trimble in com- 
mand. 


PRESIDENT SEES PARADE. 
. 


President Roosevelt today review- 


ed the Grand Army parade in his 
carriage. He was earned down stairs 
from his room on the second floor of 
the temporary white house in an in- 
valid's chair at 31:10 o'clock this 
morning and 
amid the cheers of a 


arge crowd was placed in the car- 
•iage in which there was a board to 
iupport his injured leg. H« was ac- 
companied by Secretary Cortelyou 
,hd "Colonel Bingham, his military 
aid. His carriage was;guarded by a 
>latotm of mounted police under com- 
m«iu["oi Major Sylvester, 'Superin- 


tendeut of 'police. 
As the carriage 


appeared on the avenue the president 
was greeted with loud cheers. The 
president -stopped »t thft reviewing 
stand for a moment until the mar- 
shals of the parade and Hawllns post, 
of Minneapolis, the right of the line, 
had .passed, and then drove down "the 
avenue to the peace .monument at the 
foot of the capitol. (The veterans 
faced the carriage as the president 
drove by and sainted him. 
There 


was continuous cheering 
from the 


crowds as the president drove along. 


Less than thirty-five minutes weio 


consumed in/the journey. During its 
progress the president found that the 
board to rest his limbs wa's uncom- 
fortable and it was discarded. When 
the. white houae was reached the 
president dad not alight.

Bingham got out, and much to the 
surprise and delight of the waiting 
crowds, Mrs. Roosevelt emerged, en- 
tered ithe carriage and was driven 
rapidly away 'with the president.

It took the president and Mrs. Roost:- 
velt through the northwest section 
of the city. 


REVIEW THE PARADE. 


The procession"-was reviewed from 


the stand immediately 1n front of the 
white house by Commttnder-ih-Chicf 
Torrence, who was assisted by the 
menibeirs of 'the president's cabins 
and by Adjutant General Towler, of 
the G. A. R. Secretary Hay stood im- 
mediately, on the right of 'the "coni- 
mander-in-chief, 
while 
Secretaries 


Root, Moody, Wilson and Hitchcock, 
and "'Postmaster General Payne occu- 
pied seats in their rear.

seats -Well -to the front were many 
veterans''of -the "civil war, • including 
Gen.^O;;O;vHoward, Gen. Edward Mc- 
Cook; 'Gen. ^Daniel Sickles, . ;Gehei'Eil 
earring-ton, Gen.: -J. Warren Keifer.
